SCHOOL REPORT, TOWN DISTRICT. 


We have reason to believe that the schools for the year have 
been as good as the average for the past few years, and in some ' 
respects better. Six, of twenty-five weeks each, have been main- 
tained, beside a winter term of eleven weeks for older scholars at 
Sweatt’s Mills. This school was the second term of High School 
work, and has proved a success. Your committee would recom- 
mend that it be continued in the future. The scholars of what was 
called White Plain district were carried to Corser Hill the first 
term; being unable to find conveyance for them the second term, 
your committee thought best to pay for tuition at Schoodac district 
in Warner. This has been a saving of at least one hundred dol- 
lars, to be divided among the other schools in town. The registers 
for some of our schools do not show much improvement in the num- 
ber of visitors during the year. While a few of the parents have 
done well in this respect, the majority have not taken the interest 
they should. It is so much help to the teachers, and so encour- 
aging to the pupils, that parents should try to visit the schools 
oftener than they do. Your committee would recommend that the 
sam? amount of money be raised another year, as it will be neces- 
sary to repair some of the school-houses in the district.
